CARACAS (AFP) - Vene¬ 
zuela's attorney general yes¬ 
terday fa mi ally charged 
jailed opposition leader 
Leap d 1 do Lopez with inciting 
violence and other charges 
related to mass protests 
against the government of 
President Nicolas Maduro 

Lopez has been held m a 
military pnson since his Feb¬ 
ruary 1S arrest in tlie midst o f 
an opposition protest rally. 

Attorney General Luis Or¬ 
tega Diaz told a press confer¬ 
ence, meanwhile, that formal 
charges were brought against 


Lop ez accusing lum of incit¬ 
ing violence, arson, damage 
to property and conspiracy. 

Tlie government had until 
Saturday'' --45 days from 
Lopez's arrest -- to bring the 
charges or release lum. 

Tlie government action 
stems from Lopez's public 
support for tlie student-led 
street protests that have 
racked the country since tliey 
began Febmary 4 m the west¬ 
ern city of San Cnstobal. 

He and certain other oppo¬ 
sition leaders are advocates 
of a strategy dubbed "the 


exit," aimed at pressuring 
Maduro to resign. 

Lopez said via twitter, 
"The 45-day deadline the At¬ 
torney General Office has to 
disgracefully indict me or 
vindicate justice by releasing 
me will expire on Saturday." 

He reaffirmed tliat "for 
years I have been perse cut ed 
disqualified, and now held in 
custody yet dictatorship will 
not break my fighting spirit 
nor Venezuelans'.' 

So far, 39 people have been 
killed in clashes between pro¬ 
testers and security forces.

ORANJESTAD - On Mon¬ 
day, April 14, at sunset, Jew¬ 
ish fanulies around the world 
will gather to observe the first 
Passover Seder and tlie com¬ 
mencement of the eight-day 
holiday Pesach, in Hebrew, 
IS a celebration of Moses de¬ 
livering die Jews from 
bondage in Egypt, as well as 
remembrance for the time 
wandering in the desert, the 
retneval of die ten command- 
nients from Mount Sinai, and 
die refugees' final deliver¬ 
ance to the promised Holy 
Land. Tlie name comes fi'aiii 
die final of the ten curses 
brought upon the Egyptians 
by Pharaoh's threat to kill all 
die sons of the Jews. As the 
Angel came to die homes of 
Egypt to claim the first bom 
son, it passed over their 
homes, as they were warned 
by Moses to paint their doors 
with lamb's blood 

Pliaraoh dien consented to 
allow the Jews to go and wor- 
slup their God m the desert.

Tlie Bible relates dial die 
Egyptian chariots caught up 
widi the Jews at the Sea but 
God perfomied a miracle, al¬ 
lowing the Jews to pass 
tlirough die parted waters Bad 
then closing die sea up on the 
Egyptian soldiers and drown¬ 
ing diem 

Pesach begins on die 
evening of die 14th day of the 
Hebrew lunar month of Nis¬ 
san, on die day of the full 
moon, and lasts for seven 
days in Israel and eight days 
111 the Diaspora among the 
Jewish communities scat¬ 
tered around the globe 

All sects of the faitli, even 
the most reformed, will sit 
down to a Seder on at least 
the first night of Passover, 
and usually the second as 
well. The last evening of the 
holiday will, in most cases, 
be a special meal. Most con¬ 
duct their Seder within the 
home, which is a grand fam¬ 
ily gathering where certain 
special foods, very often only 
prepared twice in a year, such 
as gefilte fish, are served. 

A traditional Seder plate, 
placed in the middle of the 


table, includes six symbolic 
foods, and IS associated to a 
fixed ritual of prayers, tradi¬ 
tional chants and partaking of 
the festive meal, as is recorded 
in the Hagadali, a liturgical 
b 0 0 k de di c ate d to thi s hohday. 
Tlie ritual's essence is tlie 
retelling of tlie story of tlie Ex¬ 
odus, involving and engaging 
the entire family. 

During Passover, only cer¬ 
tain foods are allowed, and 
others eaten dunng the year 
are declared 'hametz." These 
include leavened bread and 
any otlier product that might 
contain yeast spares 

The house is tliorouglily 
cleansed of any such items, 
which are removed from the 
pantry and disposed of 

Onlymatzoth, unleavened 
bread, is consumed dunng the 
holiday, as well as root veg¬ 
etables, similai'to those that 
would have b een found by the 
wandenng Jews, as tliey had 
no time to grow crops or 
allow tlieir bread to nse 
Island visitors wishing to 
observe the holiday have two 
choices to join the island 
community for the first Seder.

Life slowly returning to 
normal in quake-hit Chile 


Hope for Schumacher as he has 
'moments of consciousness* 


GRENOBLE (AFP) 
Michael Schumacher has 
"moments of cansciausness 
and awakenmg," Ins spokes¬ 
woman sad yesterday, in a 
sign 0 £ progress mo ntlis after 
the Farmula One legend suf¬ 
fered devastating bran in¬ 
juries in a ski accident 

Doctors put Schumacher 
in a medically induced coma 
after the December 23 acci¬ 
dent m wluch he slammed 
his head on a rock wliile ski¬ 
ing at tlie French resort of 
Meribel with his son and 
fhends, and little has filtered 




through since about his con¬ 
dition. 

"Michael is making 
progress.... He shows mo¬ 


ments of consaousness aid 
awakening/ Sabine Kehm 
said in a statement. 

Tlie 4 5-year-old remains 
in hospital in the French 
Alpine city of Grenoble, 
where he underwent two op¬ 
erations to remove life- 
threatemng blood clots 
before being placed into a 
coma. 

His family said at the 
end of Janumy that drugs 
used to keep lum in his deep 
sleep were being reduced 
with a view to bnnging him 
back to consciousness.

General Miguel Alfonso, 
headoftlie disaster zone, said 
water service was at nearly 
normal level in most Eire as, 
and that he expected normal 
food and energy distribution 
will be possible within about 
lliree weeks.

A senes o f smaller, but still 
powerful quakes have shaken 
tlie country since Tuesday — 


including a 7. S-magnitude 
temblor on Wednesday that 
forced thousands to flee their 
homes again 

Many families still slept 
outside Tliursday into Friday, 
and were likely to continue to 
do so, as tlie aftershocks con¬ 
tinue to rattle tlie country. 

Officials said the hardest 
hit victims from Tuesday's 
quakes were inhabitants of 
desert towns and villages 
who reside in the highland 
plateaus where water some¬ 
times IS already scarce. 

The fragile construction of 
dwellings in these areas puts 
residents at greater risk from 
building collapse dunng a 
quake, they said.

MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia on 
Friday launched a crimiiifd in¬ 
vestigation into breaches of 
hygiene at a cheese factoiy 
after footage of bare-chested 
workers batliing in vats of 
milk went viral on the Inter¬ 
net. 

The Investigative Commit¬ 
tee announced rl was probing 
the factory in the Siberian 
city of Omsk for producing 
food that could cause harm to 
heal til after photographs of 
grinning w'Dikers bathing in 
foaming milk horrified Pk.us- 
sians. 

The scandal broke after a 
worker at tlie Omsk Cheeses 
factory posted file photographs 
on a social networking site 
wifiithe caption 'Actually our 
work IS pretty boiing." 

One photo shows six 
workers posing m a vat, sev¬ 


eral wearing only shorts, and 
raising victory signs. 

Video footage also 
emerged showing factory'' 
workers kneading the cheese 
bare-chested in a dirty-look¬ 
ing production area, gaining 
more tlian 3 DO, D00 views on 
YouTube. 

Russia's food watchdog 
banned the factory's cheese 
late last monfii and a court on 
Thursday closed down the 
factory for 40 days 

Tlie factory had sold more 
tlian 4 9 tons of its cheese this 
year m 14 cities, the Inves¬ 
tigative Committee said. It 
specialises in stnng cheese. 

If charged and found 
guilty of produemg food that 
was unsafe for human con¬ 
sumption, file factory's man¬ 
agers could be jailed for up 
to two Years.

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AP photographer shot dead in Afghanistan 


KHOST ^AFP)-An Afghan police com¬ 
mander on Friday shot dead a female 
German photographer working for the 
Associated Press on the eve of presi¬ 
dential elections, in an attack that left a 
Canadian colleague wounded, the news 
agency said. The Journalists were shot 
in their car in the Tanai district of Khost 
province, in the country's east, as they 
reported on distribution of ballot papers 
for the election to choose a successor 
to President Hamid Karzai. The incident 
comes as Afghanistan undertakes a 
massive security operation to protect 
voters and polling officials, after the Tal¬ 
iban pledged to disrupt Saturday's ballot 
with violence, Anja Niedringhaus is the third journalist working for international media 
to be killed in Afghanistan during the election campaign, after Swedish journalist Nils 
Horner and Sardar Ahmad of Agence France-Presse. ''Anja Niedringhaus, 4S, an in¬ 
ternationally acclaimed German photographer, was killed instantly," AP said in a re¬ 
port from Kabul. "Kathy Gannon, the reporter, was wounded twice and is receiving 
medical attention. She was described as being in stable condition and talking to med¬ 
ical pers onnel." "As they were sitting in the car waiting for the convoy to move, a unit 
commander named Naqibullah walked up to the car, yelled 'Allahu Akbar' - God is 
Great - and opened fire on them In the back seat," the news agency said. "He then 
surrendered to the other police and was arrested." "Anja and Kathy together have 
spent years in Afghanistan covering the conflict and the people there," saidAP Exec¬ 
utive Editor Kathleen Carroll in theAP report. President Ham id Karzai issued a state¬ 
ment expressing his condolences, and ordered an investigation.

us approves handheld injector for 
painkiller overdose 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
regulators on Tliuisday ap¬ 
proved a handheld injector 
device that average people 
could use in an emergency to 
revive a person suspected of 
overdosing on prescript on 
painkillers 

Evzio contains a single 
dose of the drug naloxone, 
and IS the first injector of its 
kind on the market for un¬ 
trained medical personnel, 
the US Food and r>rug Ad- 
mmistraton said. 

Tlie United States is in the 
midst of a prescnption opioid 
epidemic, witli overdoses 
taking more lives than co¬ 
caine and heroin combined. 

"Tragically, the most re¬ 
cent data shows that more 
than 16,OQO lives are lost 
each year due to opioid-re- 
lated overdoses," said FDA 
Commissioner Margaret 
Hamburg. 

News of Evzio's approval 
came just weeks after a po¬ 
tent new opiDid called Zohy¬ 
dro hit the US marked raising 
alarm among some health ad¬ 


vocates over the potential for 
more addiction and deaths. 

Evzio, a combination 
drug-device pro duct made by 
Virginia-based Kaleo, aims 
to help by offering an early 
intervention option for peo¬ 
ple at risk 0 f overdose. 

" Making this pro duct 
available could save lives by 
facilitating earlier use of the 
drug in emergency situa¬ 
tions,' said Bob Rappaport, 
director of the Division of 
Anesthesia, Analgesia, and 
Addiction Products in the 
FDA's Center for Drug Eval¬ 
uation and P;.esearch. 

The injector "can be car¬ 
ried in a pocket or stored in a 
medicine cabinet,' said the 
FDA in a statement 

If a caregiver or family 
member comes across some¬ 
one who IS suspected of hav¬ 
ing overdosed and has lost 
consciousness or has de¬ 
creased breatlung or heart 
rate, the injector can deliver 
a single dose of naloxone 
into tlie person's skin or mus¬ 
cle. 


Naloxone 'rapidly re¬ 
verses the effects of opioid 
overdose and is the standard 
treatment for overdose," said 
tlie FDA. 

It IS typically delivered to 
a patient via syringe in med¬ 
ical settings such as m an am¬ 
bulance or the hospital 
emergency room. 

Tlie injector alone is not 
enough, and caregivers are 
urged to call 911 and get 
s’wift professional medical 
care in case of a suspected 
overdose. 

More people die m the 
United States annually firom 
prescnption drug overdoses 
than from car crashes, the 
CDC said 

News of the device's ap¬ 
proval was also welcomed by 
Andrew Kolodny, president 
of Physicians for Responsible 
Dpi Old Prescnbing 

He also cautioned tliat 
havmg a quick way to admin¬ 
ister naloxone is not a sure 
way to save someone, since 
many overdoses occur when 
a person is asleep or alone.

The flight from the 
Guinean capital Conakry 
landed at Pans's Charles De 
Gaulle airport at 5:2S am 
(032S GMT) with 1S7 pas¬ 
sengers and 11 crewmem¬ 
bers on board 

Emergency services con¬ 
ducted checks for fever on all 
those travelling after a dirty 
toilet sparked concern that a 
passenger could be infected 
with the deadly and highly 
c ontagi 0 us di sea s e, whi ch 
apart fi'om other symptoms 
triggers severe diarrhoea. 

"Tlie tests turned out neg¬ 
ative," an Air France 


spokesman said. 

Ebola can be transmitted 
to humans from wild am- 
mals, and between humans 
through direct contact with 
another's blood, faeces or 
sweat, 

Sexual contact, or the un¬ 
protected handling of con¬ 
taminated corpses, can also 
lead to infection. 

In Guinea, health autlion- 
lies have reported 134 sus¬ 
pected Ehola cases since the 
beginning of the year of 
which 36 have been fatal.

Hidden ocean on Saturn's moon bolsters life theory 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Sat¬ 
urn's moon Enceladus is home 
to an ocean of melted water 
beneath its surface, and could 
be a source for alien microbes, 
scientists sad 

Tlie first measurements of 
the subsurface water at the 
south pole of the small and icy 
moon were made by the US 
space agency's Cassini space¬ 
craft,, and are described in the 
journal Science. 

The body of water is about 
the size of Lal^e Supenor, the 
second largest lake on Earth 


and has a rocl^y bottom winch 
could create conditions that 
allow tiny life forms to thrive. 

Reseai'chers first raised the 
possibility of a below-ground 
ocean on Enceladus in 3QD5, 
after water vapor was de¬ 
tected spewing fi'om vents 
neai' tlie moon's soudiern pole. 

"Material firom Enceladus' 
south polar jets contains salty 
water and organic molecules, 
die basic chemical ingi'edients 
for life," said Linda Spilker, 
Cassini project scientist at 
NASA. 


"Their discoveiy expanded 
our view of the 'habitable 
zone' widnn our solar system 
and in planetary systems of 
other stars," she added 

"This new validation that 
an ocean of water underlies 
the ] ets furthers understanding 
about this intnguing environ¬ 
ment. " 

The Cassini spacecraft de¬ 
tected the shape of Enceladus' 
gravity field during diree fly¬ 
bys firom 3D1D to 2012. 

The gravitational tug ex¬ 
erted on the unmanned orb iter 


was carefully analyzed for 
clues about what the interior 
of Enceladus contained. 

Reseai'chers h eh eve die 5QQ- 
kilometei' (31D -mil e) wide 
moon's ocean is encased be¬ 
neath a thick 'Crust of crystal ice. 

"For the first time, we have 
used a geophysical method to 
deterimne the internal stmc- 
ture of Enceladus/ said co-au¬ 
thor David Stevenson, 
professor of planetary science 
at Caltech. 

"This then provides one 
possible story to explain why 


water is guslimg out of these 
fractures we see at the south 
pole.' 

Tlie Cassini iiussion is led 
by NASA ™di the coopera¬ 
tion of the Italian Space 
Agency and European Space 
Agency.

US Justice Department probes high¬ 
speed trading 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Tie US 
Justice Department has 
launched a probe of high¬ 
speed trading to see wiietlier 
it involves illegal insider 
trading. Attorney General 
Enc Holder said yesterday. 

"In the financial sector, 
concerns have been raised re¬ 
cently about a practice called 
'hi gh - fr e quency tr ading, 

Holder said, according to Ins 
prepared remarks for a House 
of Representatives hearing. 

"I can confirm that we at 
the Justice Department are in¬ 
vestigating this practice to 
detemnne whether it violates 
msider trading laws." 

High-speed traders em¬ 
ploy algorithmic formulas 
and whip-speed transmission 
lines to buy and sell stock. 


Critics say the high-speed 
trading firms have tilted the 
market to win commissions 
and guaranteed profits at tlie 
expense of average investors. 

"The Department is com¬ 
mitted to ensuring the in¬ 
tegrity of our financial 
markets — and we are deter¬ 
mined to follow tins investi¬ 
gation wherever the facts and 
the law may lead,' Holder, „ 
told a House Ap prop nations 
subcommittee. 

A growing number of go¬ 
vernment agencies are scruti- 
mzing the controversial 
practice, including tlie US 
Securities Euid Exchange 
Commissi on, the Commodi¬ 
ties Futures Trading Com¬ 
mission and the New York 
state attorney general, 


The public debate over 
high-speed trading heated up 
with Monday's release of a 
book by prominent aivthor 
Michael Lewis. 

In "Flash Boys: A Wall 
Street Revolt," Lewis argues 
that stock exchanges, large 
Wall Street banks and high¬ 
speed traders have together 
established a system that re¬ 
sults in lugher pnees for the 
stock purchases of ordinary 
investors. 

Proponents of high-speed 
trade argue that Lewis and 
other cntics have misrepre¬ 
sented how tlie technology 
frinctions and tlie intent be¬ 
hind the system. Tiey also 
note that some of the most- 
cnlicized practices are en¬ 
tirely legal.
